REGINA, Aug. 25.—(CP)—In- 
corporation of a crop. fallure 
clause in Saskatchewan debt leg- 
islation is under consideration by 
the provincial government and 
Attorney General J. W. Corman 
Thursday indicated that at the 
coming ‘session of the tenth legs 
islature early in October, such @ 
provision would be submitted to 
the house for enactment. 


The attorney general pointed out 
that such a clause was not a new 
idea as the federal government was 
considering’such a‘ clause in its land 
agreements under the Soldier Set- 
tlement Act. 

The provision which the CCF gov- 
ernment in Saskatchewan was con- 
sidering placing on the statute 
books would ensure that the amount 
of the mortgage would not be rais- 
ed by interest or any other charges 
during the year of the crop fail- 
ure. It would be designed to pre- 
vent further accumulation of debt 
by the farmers, said Mr, Corman.

Seventh Loan Goal 
May Be Increased 


OTTAWA, Aug. 25—(CP)—Possi- 
bility the government may raise the 
objective for the forthcoming Vic- 
tory Loan above the figure of $1,- 
200,000,000 at which it has stood for 
the last two loans is seen here. 

The sixth Victory loan in May 
yielded close to $1,400,000,000, and in 
his budget speech Finance Minister 
lisley placed the government's bor- 
rowing requirements for the present 
fiscal year at $3,200,000,000, which 
leaves $1,800,000,000 still to be 
raised, 

The sale of war savings certifi- 
cates yielded about $47,000,000 last 
year and will probably: bring in 
about the same amount this year. 
The sale of Victory bonds is the 
government’s other chosen 
method of raising funds. 


It can also borrow by the sale of 
short-term securities to banks and 
other financial institutions which 
have available funds but it prefers 
to borrow from the public through 
the sale of bonds. 

Plans now are being made for the 
Seventh Victory Loan, which will 
probably be offered in October, and 
were discussed at a meeting of the 
pavoual war finance committee this 
week,

Germans Yield 
Under Pressure 
From Canucks

WITH THE CANADIANS IN 
FRANCE, Aug. 25—(CP)—Ger- 
man resistance along the Toques 
river gave way yesterday before 
the pressure of ist Canadian

For the first time since the 
battle of France began, the Ger- 
mans ignored the presence of 
Allied night planes overhead and 
rode bumper to bumper with their 
headlights blazing: indicating the 
frantic haste of the evacuation. 


Headquarters spokesmen had no 
immediate comment, beyond the 
grim note that the weather in north- 
ern France was clear today and that 
Allied warplanes already were rang- 
ing over the crowded highways. 

The reported evacuation of the 
channel coast from which Naal 
robot bombs have been spreading 
death indiscriminately through Lon- 
don and southern England since 
mid-June, came as four Allied 
armies crushed through the beaten 
remnants of the German Seventh 
army with a speed that indicated 
the battle of the Seine had reached 
its final hotrs. 


CONVERGING ORIVES 


United Kingdom and Canadian

CANADA'S FIGHT BEGINS AT HOME 
READ 


“Your Baby and Mine” 
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A Desperate Situation 


Men have three basic physical needs— 
food, clothing and shelter. It is the first 
and primary business of government to see 
that its people are supplied with these 
needs. No other consideration can be 
placed ahead of this. ioe 

That is why the housing situation in 
Edmonton and elsewhere deserves much 
greater attention than it is getting at pres- 
ent, Not even the winning of the war is of 
more importance than that our people, in- 
cluding those men and the families of those 
men who have helped to win the war, 
should have the adequate shelter that 
every human being requires as a funda- 
mental right. 

It is no secret that the housing situa- 
tion in Edmonton is desperate. At least 
2,000 dwellings or alternative accommoda- 
tion units are needed immediately and ur- 
gently, At least 5,000 are needed, as a mini- 
mum requirement, for a decent solution to 
the problem. 

Wartime Housing Ltd., has completed 
236 homes which are already occupied. An- 
other 100 will be completed by the end of 
October, Permits for a total of 700 houses 
have been issued this year. 

Efforts have been made by the city, too, 
to supply accommodation in various un- 
used buildings. 

But all this does not begin to solve the 
problem. Neither manpower nor materials 
are released fast enough to meet the situa- 
tion. Even furnaces are not available, with 
winter coming on, for some of the new 
houses, 

The first thing, then, that needs to be 
done is the diversion of more manpower 
into building activities. Ottawa cannot 
claim that this cannot be done when thous- 
ands of conscripts are living throughout 
the country at public expense, fighting the 
Hun by forming fours, or whatever they 
do, on parade grounds. 

This is an issue the federal government 
must meet squarely. It is not good enough 
to say that housing is a municipal respons- 
ibility when it is federal restrictions that 
cripple the local authorities. 

Ancther circumstance that increases 
the gravity of the situation is the refusal 
of many builders to rent their completed 
houses. They insist upon sales and cash 
sales at that. The wartime wage earner, in 
the financial straigittjacket of crippling in- 
come taxes and frozen salaries, cannot buy 
houses. He can assume no further debt 
when he will never be able to pay what he 
has already incurred. 

As a result, new houses are standing 
vacant in Edmonton while people are 
homeless. 

Another factor which contributes to the 
desperate condition is the refusal of land- 
lords to accommodate families with chil- 
dren. There is no reason why this refusal 
should not be prohibited by law provided 
parents can post a bond to repair any dam- 
age to premises done by children. 

It is probably true.that the housing 
situation cannot be entirely cleared up 
overnight. There is bound to be some hard- 
ship and privation. But the situation can 
be widely alleviated by the immediate pas- 
sage of the regulations indicated above. 

No one can shift the responsibility for 
this condition. It is the business of not 
any one government, but of all govern- 
ments. And unless all governments accept 
the responsibility, the people of Canada 
will hold them Srey. to account. 


Creche Improvements 


It has been announced that the city will 
undertake the renovation of the Edmonton 
creche as soon as materials and manpower 
become available. 

If improvements to the city creche must 
wait that long, there is no reason why an 
entirely new and more adequate building 
should not be erected. 

Creche work in Edmonton has com- 
pletely outgrown the capacity of the pres- 
_ent bujlding. And there is no indication 
anywhere that the scope of that work will 
decrease. On the contrary there is evidence 
that it will steadily increase. 

Under those circumstances the im- 
provements promised simply fail to meet 
requirements. 

If the patching-up program had been 
proposed as an immediate expedient to 
make the present building habitable until 
@ new one were erected, there might be 
some point in it. But since even the 
patching-up must wait until the war's end, 
there is no reason on earth a more com- 


plete and satisfactory plan, involving an. 


entirely new building, should not be con- 
sidered.

43 days elapsed between the surrender of 
the first German satellite in the First 
Great War and the surrender of Germany 
herself.

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Average Wheat 
Yield in Alta. 
Set at 18 Bush. 


WINNIPEG, Aug. 25.—(CP)— 
Tha Winnipeg Free Press, in its 
fourth crop report this year, esti- 
mated yesterday that wheat yield 
in Manitoba will average 25 
bushels an acre, 20 bushels in 
Saskatchewan and 18 in Alberta, 
The survey showed that with 

harvesting underway in all three 
provinces, the labor shortage loom- 
ed a major problem. More than 50 
per cent of Manitoba points said 
“many” outside workers are needed 
while many Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta areas also need a few harvest 
helpers, 


HARVESTING GENERAL 
Harvesting became general in 
Manitoba Aug. 10, in Saskatchewan 
Aug. 16 and in Alberta Aug. 21, the 
report said. In north-central sec- 
tions of Alberta, where the crop is 
heaviest, harvesting will not be 
general until late this week. 
Estimated* coarse grain yields per 
acre: 
Manitoba—Oats, 38 bushels, bar- 
ley 30, flax 11, rye 17. 
Saskatchewan—Oats, 38 bushels, 
barley 28 ,flax nine, rye 19. 
Alberta—Oats, 37 bushels, barley 
27, flax eight, rye 16. 
“Some frost damage is expected 
in north-central Saskatchewan, 
five points mentioning loss from 
this cause,” the report said. 
“Damage was expected from saw- 
fly, although the extent could not 
be judged until the crop was cut.” 
‘Hail was reported from 26 Mani- 
toba points, 45 in Saskatchewan 
and 26 in Alberta, while flood losses 
was reported from 27 Manitoba 
points, one in Saskatchewan and 
eight in Alberta, with most severe 
loss in the southern Red River 
Valley.

Housed in a newly-erected fire- 
proof building of concrete, the large 
paper-shredding machine will turn 
waste paper products into filler for 
packing cases, packing houses and 
machine parts, as well as a host of 
other and varied uses. 

LIKE GRAIN THRESHER 

The Shredding machine resembles 
a grain thresher, with a long shute 
for the processed paper to leave the 
machine and drop into a large pile. 
The shreds are handled with a 
pitchfork when being transferred to 
the baler, which presses the waste 
Paper into bundles of abou, 180 
pounds. Waste rags, when being 
pressed, can be made into bundles 
of approximately 400 pounds. The 
plant can handle about two tons of 
paper through the shredder, daily. 

The creation of the pliant adds 
another institution to the long 

list of Salvation Army projects, 
and in the newest venture, seven 
full-time employees will be need- 
ed to operate the pliant, manage 
collection of waste materials, op-

Not unknown to many who are 
classed as “down-and-outs”, Major 
| Shaw is also responsible for prison 
and police court work, assisting des- 
titute persons, operating a dining 
hall and lodgings, caring for strand- 
ed persons by advancing transporta- 
tion fares and assisting discharged 
prisoners. 

During 1943, said Major Shaw, 
the Salvation Army hostel pro- 
vided lodgings for 38,268 men, 
served 48,192 men with meals, dis- 
tributed 1,430 garments among 
them. Another 390 homeless men 
received Christmas dinners or 
Christmas cheer, last year, while 
the same department looked after 
100 children with toys. Every jail 
occupant was remembered last 
Yuletide, 

The Army assisted many men in 
getting work, even if of only tem- 
porary nature, and 101 situations 
were filled through its efforts. 

During the past year, the Salva- 
tion Army interviewed 624 prison- 
ers, of whom 353 were given meals, 
and another 141 provided with beds. 


HANDLE CORRESPONDENCE 


Relatives of prisoners who could 
not write themselves, turned to the 
Army for help. The organization 
handled 157 pieces of correspond- 
ence for such persons, as well as 
taking care of long distance tele- 
phone calls 

This, said Maj. Shaw, is but a 
part of the work being done by 
the Salvation Army.

Place $750,000 
_ Into Reserves 


Accumulating funds for ‘ pest- 
war. replacements and extensions 
of the civic utilities more than 
$750,000 was placed in renewal re- 
serve accounts during the first 
seven months of this year, it was 
disclosed in a report filed Friday 
with the city commissioners, 

Gross revenue from the five city 
owned utilities for the seven months 
period ended July 31, 1944, amount- 
ed to $4,234,062.44 compared with 
$3,698,796.82 last year, an increase 
of $535,265.62. 

Expenditures, for the 1944 period 
amounted to $2,408,023.40 against 
$1,972,377.68, an increase of $435,- 
645.72. The surplus on operation 
for the period ended July 31, 1944, 
was $1,826,039.04. compared with 
$1,726,419.14 for the same period last 
year, an increase of $99,615.90. 


REVENUE PAID 

Revenue paid to the city treas- 
urer in taxes and net surplus on 
operation during the seven months 
of 1944 amounted to $681,035.73 com- 
pared with $622,785.77, an increase of 
$58,249.96. This increase represents 
approximately one mill at the cur- 
rent rate of taxation, and the total 
revenue for the seven months 
period is approximately 12 mills. 

Capital charges and interest for 
the. seven months this year 
amounte@ to $370,565 compared 
with $387,424.42 for the same 
period last year, a decrease of 
$16,859.32, 

Contributions to renewal ‘reserve 
accounts for the 1944 period 
amounted. to $774,438.21 compared 
with $716,208.95 for the same period 
of 1943, an increase of $58,229.26.

However, in many women the 
menses are marked by a profuse 
flow, and when this abnormal state 
is allowed to continue there may 
be produced an undesirable effect 
upon the general health. 

Usually, in addei‘ion to the in- 
creased flow, the patient will notice 
other symptoms such as headache,, 
general weakness, trembling of the 
legs, and perhaps backache after 
being on the feet for any length of 
time.’ There may also”be an inabil- 
ity.to concentrate on mental work, 
a slowing down of the mental pow-
